Territorio traditional e dialectos 

Le territorio in qual se parla scots ("Lowlands") se 
extende traditionalmente super approximativemente le 
medietate del superficie total de Scotia. In alcun zonas 
del nord e west — le terras alte ("Highlands") e le 
insulas occidental — se conserva le gaelico, un lingua 
celtic resimilante le lingua irlandese. Le territorio de 
scots in Scotia es dividite in quatro zonas dialectal: 
Central Scots (plus que 60% del parlantes), Northern 
Scots, alicun vices anque appellate Doric, (c. 30%), 
Southern Scots, e Insular Scots. Se parla scots non 
solmente in Scotia ma anque in le provincia irlandese de 
Ulster (c. 33,000 parlantes in Irlanda del Nord e le 
alteres in Donegal).
